THIS week's retros- 
pect of Soccer at 
the Olympic Games 
stretches from 1936 
to 1964. 

Soccer returned to the 
Olympic programme in 
Germany after an eight- 

ear gap as the sport was 
Prenred from the 1932 
Games in Los Angeles. 

The German organis- 
ers, unlike the Amer- 
icans, had long before 
let it be known that for

financial reasons they 
could not dispense with 
the sport. 

It was also FIFA’s 
wish to get back into the 
Olympics to show that 
amateur Soccer was still 
viable. 

Since the introduction 
of the first two World 
Cups — in 1930 and 
1934 — professional 
Soccer had flourished. 

Under the circumst- 
ances, it was pare a 
coup to get 16 fairly 
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eight 


strong amateur national 
teams on the field. 


1936-Berlin 

Europe was repre- 
sented by 11 teams; 
South America only by 
Peru because Brazil, 
Argentina and Uruguay 
were now fully pro- 
fessional. China and 
Japan defended Asia's 
colours and Egypt and 
the USA made up the 
balance. 

The teams were split 
into two groups, with 
Group A considered the 
stronger, but there were 
still surprises in store as 
Japan beat Sweden and 
the British amateurs 
only narrowly account- 
ing for China while 
Austria had to fight all 
Ee way to defeat Egypt 

1. 


In the second round, 
the surprises turned into 
sensations: Germany, 
who had trounced Lux- 
embourg 9-0 in the 
opening round, lost 2-0 
to Norway, much to 
Hitler’s dismay. 

Poland, who elimin- 
ated Hungary, hung on 


to beat England 5-4 
while Austria-Peru 
ended in chaos. Peru 
won 4-3 but the Au- 
strians lodged a protest, 
which FIFA upheld. 
Peru refused to replay 
the game as ordered and 
Austria went on to beat 
Poland 3-1 in the semi- 
finals. 

The Italians beat the 
USA 1-0, Japan 8-0, 
Norway 2-1, after extra- 
time, on their way to the 
final, which they won, 
again in extra-time, 
against Austria, 2-1, in 
front of 95,000 specta- 
tors with Annibale 
Frossi their brightest 
star. 


1948-London 
Twelve years after the 
Berlin Olympics, and 
three years after the end 
of World War II, 16 
countries showed up in 
England, including 
Afghanistan, a united 
Korea, China, Egypt, 
the USA and, for the 
first time, Mexico. 

A straight elimination 
was in force from the 
start, so eight teams

headed home after only 
one match, including 
Holland and India (who 
played barefooted, yet 
only lost by the odd goal 
to France). 

In the quarter-finals, 
Denmark eliminated 
Italy at Highbury Sta- 
dium; Great Britain did 
the same to France; 
Sweden trounced Korea 
12-0, and Yugoslavia 
downed Austria 3-0. 


Yugoslavia and 
Sweden reached the 
final. Yugoslavia outed 
hosts Great Britain 3-1 
but the high-scoring 
Swedes were restricted 
to a 1-0 victory against 
neighbours Denmark. 

Sweden won the final 
much more convincingly 
— 3-1 — despite the 
class of Yugoslavia’s 


Matic, Vukas and 
Cajkovski. 
Swedes Nordahl, 


Gren and Liedholm 
were all lured to Italy 
where they became 
superstars with AC 
Milan. The best Danes 
also took off for foreign 
clubs. 
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1952-Helsinki 

Helsinki confirmed 
the greatness of the 
Hungarian wonderteam 
which dominated world 
football from 1949 until 
1954. 

No-one was surprised 
when players like Pus- 
Kas, Czibor, Grosics 
(the goalie), Kocsis, 
Hidegkuti and Lorant 
propelled Hungary to an 
impressive goal average 
of 20-2. 

The final everyone 
was hoping for event- 
uated and, on August 2, 
1952, Hungary and 
Yugoslavia took the 
field in the greatest 
Olympic final ever. 

The polished Yugo- 
slavs, however, felt the 
effects of their quarter- 
final replay against the 
USSR, and Puskas and 
Hidegkuti scored for 
Hungary after a score- 
less first half for a de- 
served gold medal. 

Sweden beat a sur- 
prising Germany for the 
bronze. In the quarter- 
finals, Germany elimin- 
ated Brazil, making its 
first Olympic appear- 
ance, 4-2, and Sweden 
knocked out Austria 3-1 
before being mercilessly 
thrashed 6-0 by Hungary 
in the semis. 


1956-Melbourne 

Australia made its 
Olympic debut in Mel- 
bourne; defeated Japan 
2-0 but lost to India 4-2 
in the quarter-finals. 

Indonesia caused the 
sensation of the quarter- 
finals by holding the 
mighty USSR to a score- 
less draw, before losing 
the replay 4-0. 

Many withdrawals 
weakened the overall 
standard of the Soccer 
tournament. 

Hungary, Romania, 
Poland, Germany, 
Egypt and China pulled 
out, and in the end only 
11 teams competed. 

The Soviets and the 
Bulgarians were the 
only ones represented 
by their full national 
teams, so it wasn’t 
surprising that they 
staged the best game of 
the series, in the semi- 
final at the MCG. 

The USSR qualified 
for the final with a 2-1 
win, in extra-time, and 
met Yugoslavia, semi- 
final winners over India, 
in the final. 

There, the Soviet 
team, inspired by legen- 
dary goalkeeper Lev 
Yashin, Strelzov and 
Tichenko, again denied 
the Yugoslavs a gold 
medal by winning 1-0. 

Bulgaria defeated In- 
dia 3-0 for the bronze. 


1960-Rome 


Yugoslavia finally 
won its gold medal in 
Rome! 


Galic, Matus and 
Kostic scored in their 
3-1 final win over sur- 
prise-packet Denmark. 

Yugoslavia only made 
it to the final, though, 
by winning a toss of the 
coin after being held 1-1 
by Italy in the semifinal. 


Gianni Rivera, then 
17, made his inter- 
national debut for Italy, 
whose amateur team 
also included Trapatto- 
ni, Burgnich and Bul- 
garelli. 


Denmark outed the 
favoured Hungarians in 
the semifinal, 

Italy disappointed the 
home fans when they 
were edged out 2-1 by 
Hungary in the bronze 
medal play-off. 


Drug-taking reared its 
ugly head in Rome and 
rumours flew thick and 
fast — none substanti- 
ated — that several 
teams were “‘revved”’ 
up. 

1964-Tokyo 

The first Games on 
Asian soil saw Hungary 
win a second Olympic 
Soccer gold medal, with 
a new generation of 
players, 

Hungarian goalscor- 
ing machine Ferenc 
Bene was the tourna- 
ment’s star individual 
performer. 


A crowd of 80,000 at 
the Olympic Stadium 
watched Bene and Janos 
Farkas score as their 
team beat Czechoslova- 
Kia 2-1 in the final, Jan 
Brumovsky scored for 
the losers. 


Czechoslovakia 
reached the final with a 
2-1 win_over East Ger- 
many. The Hungarians 
had it much easier, 
thrashing Egypt 6-0. 


For the first time in 
the Olympics, two Afri- 
can teams made it to the 
quarter-finals, as Ghana 
also performed very 
well. 


East Germany beat 
Egypt 3-1 for the 
bronze. 


Japan, North Korea, 
Iran and South Korea — 
who lost 10-0 to the 
Czechs — were Asia’s 
participants.

the key-word for the

Our big advantage is 
to play them first-up, 
when- they will still be 
tentative.

The match last week 
against the Swiss was a 
one-off affair because in 
Yugoslavia the clubs 
also are reluctant to part 
with their players. 

Yugoslavia may be 
coming in “cold” against

If we have to play 
Yugoslavia, never a very 
comforting prospect in 
Soccer no matter their 
line-up, I would rather 
have Arok at the helm 
than anyone else.

MARCONI survived a first half scare to power its

Wallace in Croatia merry-g

JAN Wallace may or 
may not be sacked as 
Melbourne Croatia 
coach and the club 
might or might not 
face a mass exodus of 
players over summer. 

Which story you be- 
lieve depends upon which 
source you rely for in- 
formation. What is quite 
clear is that Melbourne 
Croatia is in turmoil — 
despite all official denials 
to the contrary. 

Wallace has not been 
sacked, at least officially. 


His job depends on the 
outcome of the Septem- 
ber AGM but he believes 
he will be “out of the job 
in two minutes” if the 
present committee is re- 
elected. 


Assistant team mana- 
ger Miro Hedjes has told 
Melbourne’s daily press 
that Wallace is certainly 
out and told ASW: “We 
have decided to release 
him from his duties.” 

But officially Wallace 
has been told nothing ex- 
cept that he is still the 
coach until the result of 
the upcoming election is 
known. 


Team manager David 
Filipovic says: “‘Ian Wal- 
lace has never been sack- 
ed. Hedjes is not the club 
spokesman.” 


I believe the decision to 
sack Wallace has been 
taken by the present com- 
mittee and they will go 
ahead with plans to se- 
cure a new coach if re- 
elected. 


The switch to the Croa- 
tian Sports Centre did not 
bring the expected crowd. 
The anticipated Croatia 
fans did not materialise, 


no doubt saving 
themslves for this Sun- 
day's grand final. 


Soccer would certainly 
have been better served 
had the preliminary final 
been staged at Wollon- 
gong’s Brandon Park.

ELEVEN long years and 293 matches after making his National 
Soccer League debut for Canberra City against West Adelaide on 


April 3, 1977, Tony Henderson is now within one game 


of 


equalling Bugsy Nyskohus’ all-time record of most league appear- 


ances. 


The 34-year-old for- 
mer Socceroo captain 
has already made it clear 
that this was his last year 
in NSL footbail and 
should Marconi reach 
the Grand Final it will 
give big Hendo a chance 
of joining Nyskohus in 
the record books — and 
what an appropriate 
farewell that will be- 

“Don’t get me 
wrong,” Henderson was 
quick to emphasise, “I 
don’t intend hanging up 
my boots just yet. 

“I’m hoping to obtain 
a free transfer from 
Marconi and feel that I 
still have a couple of 
good years to offer in 
State League. 

“That will enable me 
to enjoy my game with- 
out the constant press- 


ure and interstate 
travelling involved at 
the top level.” 


Since his move from 
Canberra to Bossley 
Park at the beginning of 
Marconi’s 1979 champ- 
ionship-winning season, 
Henderson has stuck 
with his club through 
thick and thin, giving it a 
decade of wholehearted 
service. Club loyalty in 
any sport is somewhat of 
a rarity these days but as 
Henderson points out, 
“this is without doubt 
the best club in the 
country. I’ve thoroughly 
enjoyed my 10 years 
here and we have always 
sorted out whatever dif- 
ficulties we may have 
had in a mature and pro- 
fessional manner. 

“Sure, I have had 
many offers to move on 


over the years, but what 
was the point of going 
anywhere that was no 
better than this and in 
many instances vastly in- 
ferior?” he asks. 

Apart from his loyalty 
to Marconi, Henderson 
has also played a large 
tole in the dramatic rise 
of the Socceroos at in- 
ternational level, 

Captaining his coun- 
try in many of his 51 
appearances for Austra- 
lia has been one of the 
numerous highlights. He 
will never forget that 
famous night at the Syd- 
ney Showground in 1979 
when he scored a late

With this interpreta- 
tion of the rules, the re- 
ferees give the injured 
party the advantage of 
having the freekick 
taken at once, before the 
defence can organise 
itself. 

In a recent National 
League match I saw a 
referee and 
repeatedly insist the ball 
be placed on the exact 
spot he wanted. 

With this pedantic 
pettiness, the referee un- 
wittingly played into the 
hands of the team he had 
_ correctly —_ 
punished, making the 
freekick almost ineffec- 
tive and positively en- 
couraging them to com- 
mit further tactical 


fouls. 

I wish this particular 
referee, who otherwise

THE move by Footscray JUST, to be known as 
Melbourne City JUST, is a brave attempt to update 
the standing of a long established Victorian club. 

Often Footscray has found itself struggling to 
avoid relegation, but on other ms it has pro- 
duced teams which have fought strongly and with 
more than a dash of skill. 

The consortium that has taken over the club is 
looking at a $1.5 million redevelopment scheme 
covering the ground and social club. 

The estimate is that home crowds will need to 
increase to 3500/4000 to make the operation pa} 

Apart from gate receipts, various clubs 
find methods of propping up their finances, 

Despite the general feeling that many teams can 
call on riches from registered clubs to aid their 
operation, the contrary is the case. 

In fact, over recent years some licensed clubs have 
put their football clubs out on their own in a bid to 
keep their own operations afloat. 

Taking the case of Footscray, the new consortium 
elieved to have taken over portion of past debts, 
estimated to reach a staggering $750,000.

QUEENSLAND has 
pulled out of a pro- 
posed trip to Tahiti 
to play in the South 
Pacific Tournament. 

The Maroons, one of 
the most active provin- 
cial teams in the region, 
were to have made the 
tour at the end of Octo- 
ber after playing in the 
inaugural South Pacific 
Cup in Auckland last 
year. 

Last year's event fea- 
tured Queensland, 
Auckland, who were 
celebrating their centen- 
ary, Tahiti and New 
Caledonia. 

But the timing of this 
year’s tournament 
prompted QSF officials 
to withdraw. 

“The airfares to 
Tahiti were exhorbitant 
and the tour was starting 
to become a jaunt,” said 
QSF president Ian Bru- 
sasco. “Our NSL play- 
ers would have finished

three months earlier and 
our grand final would 
have been over. There 
was really no footballing 
reason for us to partici- 
pate.” 

Queensland’s decision 
to withdraw from the 
tournament could spell 
its end although Brusas- 
co has given a commit- 
ment for the QSF to be 
involyed next year. 

But he added a final 
decision would rest with 
the new QSF president, 
who will take over from 
him, in December. 

Queensland was to 
host the South Pacific 
Cup this season but 
asked Tahiti to take 
over the responsibility 
when accommodation 
for the teams could not 
be found in Brisbane be- 
cause of Expo. 

Tahiti’s delay in 
announcing plans for. the 
event, the political prob- 
lems in New Caledonia 
and the chance Auck- 


land may lose players to 
the New Zealand natio- 
nal team in October also 
went against this year’s 
tournament getting off 
the ground. 
Queensland coach 
Bruce Stowell was dis- 
appointed the tour was 
canned as he hoped to 
build on the 1-0 win over 
NSW in the annual in- 
terstate clash this year.

The Brazilian-born 
Havelange said Brazil’s 
“pathetic” presentation 
had made it impossible 
for FIFA to consider the 
country as a serious 
World Cup contender. 

FIFA seven weeks 
ago chose the United 
States, unsuccessful in 
1986, to host the series. 

“Whereas the United 
States showed FIFA a 
high-tech presentation on 
its stadiums and overall 
facilities, the Brazilians 
came up with a scratchy 
video on Rio’s famous 
Carnival!’’ Havelange 
lamented. 

“Tt had absolutely no- 
thing to do with Brazil’s 
ability to stage the 
World Cup.” 

Brazil was not even 
the FIFA Executive's 
second choice — Moroc- 
co received seven votes 
to America’s 10. 

“It was very disap- 
pointing to say the 
least,’’ added Have- 
lange. “As a Brazilian, 1 
was deeply humiliated 
by the haphazard pre- 
sentation — or rather 
the amazing lack of it.”

1 am writing this in 


Wimbledon, London 


during the fourth week of an overseas trip 
with my two sons, Brendan and Damian.
